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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record teaches a charging member being contacted with an image bearing 
member comprising a resistance layer having an ionic electrical conductivity and 
includes a foamed elastic member having the following relationships: 

B s (5/3) x A - 0.3, and 

B <; 0.6, wherein A represent a surface bubble-containing density measured, in a state 
that air bubbles are attached to the surface of the resistance layer, by immersion 
method according to JIS Z 8807; and B represents a surface bubble-deaerated density 
measured, in a state that the air bubbles are removed from the surface of the resistance 
layer, by immersion method according to JIS Z 8807.
